LAA Constitution Revision 

Aspects of the Constitution have come under the scrutiny of members interested in clarifying 
and up-dating our policies. The voting body of LAA, the artist membership, has been busy with 
the task of amending Article 111, Section 1. As of a special meeting and vote on September 13, as- 
sociate members can hold positions on the Executive Committee previously reserved to artist 
members. 

In the months ahead, the Constitution Revision Committee will be tackling other areas in need 
of review and will present new wording to the membership. Of particular note is re-establishing 
a Screening Committee as suggested by the original Constitution. The formation of the Screening 
Committee is the first step in overhauling the procedure of selecting artist members.

From the Publicity Scrapbook . . . 

Stanley Schuler, reporter for the Main Street Nezvs, can regularly be seen studying the 
paintings and sculptures in the Gallery. We appreciate his efforts and glowing re- 
ports. A visit from a Nezu York Times reporter, on the other hand, happens much less 
frequently. In fact, the last time a Gallery review appeared in the Times was more 
than two decades ago. 

In the September 8 issue of the Main Street Nezvs, Schuler wrote, "Despite the gen- 
eral excellence of the paintings in the Lyme Association's 62nd Annual Members' Ex- 
hibition, the sculpture — a couple of pieces by association members, but most by art- 
ists from around the state — takes top honors." 

Vivien Raynor's review of the same exhibition in the September 11 edition of the 
Times carried this observation: "Of all the sculptural contenders, none are more 
skilled than Boardman Getsinger and Lloyd Glasson." 

And Raynor wrote this about the paintings: ". . . there are a few landscapists who 
catch the eye. They include Donna Gilberto, Rachel E. Armstrong, and Joarm Balling- 
er, who, whether they work in oil or pastel, approach their subjects with a clear idea 
in mind and show a feeling for light. 

"Also worth a second look are Shirley Cean Youngs's pastel of a foggy lane and 
the photographically precise oil, 'New London Hill,' by Sultana Haimiford."
